Sara Lloyd and her son Jackson 


were arrested, and charged with mur- 
der. They live two doors from the 
church where Carman's body was 
foitnd. The negro woman admitted 
shooting twice at an unidentified man 
who'she said was attempting to break 
into her house.

A committee will be appointed and

Hope has only one paved highway, 


No. 67 east-and-west. 


To the south, No. 29 makes a direct 


connection with Shreveport, and is 
the straightest route to Houston-and 
southern Texas, ' being many miles 
shorter than the road through Texar- 
feana.' It cuts off nearly 30.miles on 
the; Shreveport-Hot 
Springs route, 


taking traffic through Plain, p«aling, 
Lai, J-.ewisvflle and Ho'pe, instead of 
Texarkana.*' The road is graveled from 
Hope to Plain Dealing, and concrete 
from there to Shreveport. 


The northern extension of Nr. 29 


is No. 4 to Nashville and No. 27 from 
there to Glenwood, touching the 
Ozarks country. Local leaders believe 
it is possible to have the No. 29-No. 4- 
No. 27 route greatly improved with 
funds from the new federal aid ap- 
propriation to this state if a vagorous 
representation is made to Little Rock. 


The state's appropriation is $6,748,-

Commission announces that the state- 
ment in original announcement No. 8 
under the section "Experience Re- 
quired" for collector of cotton statis- 
tics is to be stricken out and the fol- 
lowing is to be substituted: 


"Persons Not Admitted to Examina- 


tion.—In view of the fact that the 
duties require personal contact and 
cooperation with all cotton ginneries, 
cotton consuming establishments, and 
public storehouses in the district, ap- 
plications will not be accepted from 
persons who, during the year next 
preceding the closing date for the 
receipt of applications, have been en- 
gaged in any capacity in the owner- 
ship or opeartion of a cotton ginnery, 
cotton mill, or cotton oil mill, or in 
the business of buying and selling 
cotton or cotton seed." 


The effect of this change is to strike 


out the requirement in Announcement 
No. 8 that applicants must have had, 
within the past five years, at least two 
years' experience in growing or gin- 
ning cotton or manufacturing cotton 
goods. 


This amendment doe? not change the 


list of counties for which the examina- 
tion is to be held, which was issued 
in connection with Announcement No. 
8. This amendment does change the 
closing date for the receipt of appli- 
cations to July 10, instead of June 37.

Personally t think fireworks 
in the hahds of sinall children about 
as safe as dynamite. 


The mother of a family cannot hope 


to escape altogether the summer's toll 
of small or large mishaps. Therefore 
shfe will be Wise if she lays in certain 
siipplles, to be ready and save delay. 
Two rolls of bandage, wide and nar- 
row, a yard or two of sterilized 
cheesecloth (put up ready for use) 
from which to cut swabbing cloths, a 
bottle of iodine, some pure alcohol, 
arid whatever other healing agent your 
ddctor suggests. Also a bottle of 
witch hazel for bruises.

If a Cut is deep and bleeds profuse- 


ly get the doctor at once. A mother 
cdtaot tell if a big blood vessel has 


'en severed. If H is a shallow cut 


presi hard "above" the wound, that is 
on! tt* side "toward" the heart. Press 
close to the opening but not on it Do 
not keep up pressure until the hand 
or foot becomes blues. 


Use boiled water for washing out 


the wound. It takes time to boil and 
cdtt water to put it on tbe stove in a 
broad shallow pan not too full. The 
pan. can then be set in another pan 
of cool water" Wcedl it for use. 


Do not caich up any cloth at all, 


dean as it may look. Now is the 
time to cut off a piece of your steriliz- 
ed cheesecloth, .or perhaps you have 
a. store; of ;old linen (sterilized) for 
such emergencies. 


, Scratches' Are Dangerous 


Wash out the wound and put on 


the iodine, or reverse the process. The 
antiseptic is needed quickly and a de- 
lay (hunting up materials for wash- 
ing) is not so good. Do not Seal the 
wound with anything that keeps out 
air. Adhesive tape should not be ap- 
plied directly on a new wound, neith- 
er should collodion: 


Scratches should be treated with re- 


spect—washed, disinfected and band- 
aged. 


It is scratches tbat we must watch 


closely. They look so innocent we 
are likely to disregard them. Blood 
poisoning can and does easily result 
trom scratches. 


If you are in doubt about glass, 


splinters, ashes, or a needle point re- 
maining in the wound, do not STAY 
in doiibt. Get the child to a doctor 
4uickly and let him, investigate^ t

Don't allow children to take off 


scabs. This ouens 'wounds to germs 
again. 


Burns from firecrackers, even slight 


ones, are hospital cases, or at least 
doctor cases. Tetanus (lockjaw) some- 
times results from gunpowder wounds 
and all fireworks are made with gun- 
powder. It is often necessary to use 
i nantitoxin in such accidents. 


Other burns if slight may be treat- 


ed with a solution of baking soda or 
a simple ointment. Cover with a soft, 
clean cloth, preferably old linen.

A singularly refreshing and straight- 


forward detective story is "P. C. Rich- 
ardson's First Case," by Sir Basil 
Thompson, formerly in charge of the 
C. I. D. at Scitland Yard (Crime Club: 
12). 


Here we have that rarity—a detec- 


tive story which presents real people 
involved in a crime that might actual- 
ly have happened. There 
are no 


wealthy amateurs or high-browed 
psychologists in this; just plain, or- 
dinary cops depending on hard work 
and good luck to find a murderer. 


The tale has to do with the death

A young 
New Yorker visits his sweetie on a 
jungle island near Haiti and finds 
her all involved in a complicated and 
murderous voodoo outfit. The yarn is 
exciting, though not very convinc- 
ing."

Chester Davis, a cotton production 


director, said -the cotton plan pro- 
vides the "most generous offer ever 
made the American farmer," and as- 
serted that advance indications of the 
farmers' response point to success. 


C. A. Cobb, cotton production chief, 


contended that the campaign is bet- 
ter organized than the war-time Lib- 
erty loan drives, ahd that 20,000 work- 
ers will be in the field this week to 
hold meetings with farmers. Cobb is 
hopeful of cutting this year's crop at 
least 3 million bales. 


Too Much Cotton 


WASHINGTON.— (ff>) —Administra- 


tors of the farm act said Saturday 
tthat a cotton crop of about 14,000,000 
bales is in prospect this year. 


They said a crop of this size in ad- 


dition to old cotton on hand would 
make 26,000,000 or more bales to be 
sold this year, as big a supply as a 
year ago, unless steps were taken to 
reduce this year's acreage and pro- 
duction. 


"There were only 4,500,000 bales of 


American cotton in the world carry- 
over when farmers started to harvest 
the new crop in 
1923?~ they said. 


"When farmers started to harvest the 
1932 crop there were • 13,000,000 bales 
of old American cotton on hand. Last 
year's crop ginned out 13,000,000 bales 
more, making 26,000,000 bales available 
for use last season. This was enough 
to last for nearly two years. 


"It looks now as if 12,000,000 bales ox- 


more of this cotton will still be left 
unused when farmers begin picking 
their new crop on August 1 of this 
year. Unofficial reports indicate that 
there has been a marked increase in 
cotton acreage this year, perhaps 7 to 
10 per cent. 


"Many farmers applied more fer- 


tilizer and the new crop generally 
looks to be in the best condition. Even 
if the yield per acre is only average 
the bigger acreage should produce 
around 14,000,000 bales. A crop this 
size on top of the large quantity of 
old cotton still on hand would make 
26,000,000 bales or more of cotton to be 
sold this year—just as big a supply as 
a year ago."

scratches and stone bruises. In hot 
weather these minor accidents need 
Witching and care because heat in- 
dtfces gefni activty. The Fourth of 
Jtdy i* ahead and so well have to add 
btims to the list of accidents, I am 
afraid. Personally t think fireworks 
in the hahds of sinall children about 
as safe as dynamite. 


The mother of a family cannot hope 


to escape altogether the summer's toll 
of small or large mishaps. Therefore 
shfe will be Wise if she lays in certain 
siipplles, to be ready and save delay. 
Two rolls of bandage, wide and nar- 
row, a yard or two of sterilized 
cheesecloth (put up ready for use) 
from which to cut swabbing cloths, a 
bottle of iodine, some pure alcohol, 
arid whatever other healing agent your 
ddctor suggests. Also a bottle of 
witch hazel for bruises. 


Wafh Cats In Bailed Water 


If a Cut is deep and bleeds profuse- 


ly get the doctor at once. A mother 
cdtaot tell if a big blood vessel has 


'en severed. If H is a shallow cut 


presi hard "above" the wound, that is 
on! tt* side "toward" the heart. Press 
close to the opening but not on it Do 
not keep up pressure until the hand 
or foot becomes blues. 


Use boiled water for washing out 


the wound. It takes time to boil and 
cdtt water to put it on tbe stove in a 
broad shallow pan not too full. The 
pan. can then be set in another pan 
of cool water" Wcedl it for use. 


Do not caich up any cloth at all, 


dean as it may look. Now is the 
time to cut off a piece of your steriliz- 
ed cheesecloth, .or perhaps you have 
a. store; of ;old linen (sterilized) for 
such emergencies. 


, Scratches' Are Dangerous 


Wash out the wound and put on 


the iodine, or reverse the process. The 
antiseptic is needed quickly and a de- 
lay (hunting up materials for wash- 
ing) is not so good. Do not Seal the 
wound with anything that keeps out 
air. Adhesive tape should not be ap- 
plied directly on a new wound, neith- 
er should collodion: 


Scratches should be treated with re- 


spect—washed, disinfected and band- 
aged. 


It is scratches tbat we must watch 


closely. They look so innocent we 
are likely to disregard them. Blood 
poisoning can and does easily result 
trom scratches. 


If you are in doubt about glass, 


splinters, ashes, or a needle point re- 
maining in the wound, do not STAY 
in doiibt. Get the child to a doctor 
4uickly and let him, investigate^ t 
Flrectaeker Burns Series' > ^ 


Don't allow children to take off 


scabs. This ouens 'wounds to germs 
again. 


Burns from firecrackers, even slight 


ones, are hospital cases, or at least 
doctor cases. Tetanus (lockjaw) some- 
times results from gunpowder wounds 
and all fireworks are made with gun- 
powder. It is often necessary to use 
i nantitoxin in such accidents. 


Other burns if slight may be treat- 


ed with a solution of baking soda or 
a simple ointment. Cover with a soft, 
clean cloth, preferably old linen. 


In case of a severe burn lost no time 


n calling the doctor. Bad burns or 
scalds call foiit hospital treatment at 
once,

forward detective story is "P. C. Rich- 
ardson's First Case," by Sir Basil 
Thompson, formerly in charge of the 
C. I. D. at Scitland Yard (Crime Club: 
12). 


Here we have that rarity—a detec- 


tive story which presents real people 
involved in a crime that might actual- 
ly have happened. There 
are no 


wealthy amateurs or high-browed 
psychologists in this; just plain, or- 
dinary cops depending on hard work 
and good luck to find a murderer. 


The tale has to do with the death

It's as 
good a mystery story as you'd care to 
read.

A young 
New Yorker visits his sweetie on a 
jungle island near Haiti and finds 
her all involved in a complicated and 
murderous voodoo outfit. The yarn is 
exciting, though not very convinc- 
ing."

hai Bund Murders," by Van Wyck 
Mason (Crime Club: ?2).

posed wheat-reduction drive by July 
1. 


Chester Davis, a cotton production 


director, said -the cotton plan pro- 
vides the "most generous offer ever 
made the American farmer," and as- 
serted that advance indications of the 
farmers' response point to success. 


C. A. Cobb, cotton production chief, 


contended that the campaign is bet- 
ter organized than the war-time Lib- 
erty loan drives, ahd that 20,000 work- 
ers will be in the field this week to 
hold meetings with farmers. Cobb is 
hopeful of cutting this year's crop at 
least 3 million bales. 


Too Much Cotton 


WASHINGTON.— (ff>) —Administra- 


tors of the farm act said Saturday 
tthat a cotton crop of about 14,000,000 
bales is in prospect this year. 


They said a crop of this size in ad- 


dition to old cotton on hand would 
make 26,000,000 or more bales to be 
sold this year, as big a supply as a 
year ago, unless steps were taken to 
reduce this year's acreage and pro- 
duction. 


"There were only 4,500,000 bales of 


American cotton in the world carry- 
over when farmers started to harvest 
the new crop in 
1923?~ they said. 


"When farmers started to harvest the 
1932 crop there were • 13,000,000 bales 
of old American cotton on hand. Last 
year's crop ginned out 13,000,000 bales 
more, making 26,000,000 bales available 
for use last season. This was enough 
to last for nearly two years. 


"It looks now as if 12,000,000 bales ox- 


more of this cotton will still be left 
unused when farmers begin picking 
their new crop on August 1 of this 
year. Unofficial reports indicate that 
there has been a marked increase in 
cotton acreage this year, perhaps 7 to 
10 per cent. 


"Many farmers applied more fer- 


tilizer and the new crop generally 
looks to be in the best condition. Even 
if the yield per acre is only average 
the bigger acreage should produce 
around 14,000,000 bales. A crop this 
size on top of the large quantity of 
old cotton still on hand would make 
26,000,000 bales or more of cotton to be 
sold this year—just as big a supply as 
a year ago."

England 100 Years Ago
